FOIL ESCAPE OF 
50 FROM CHICAGO

Escape of more than fifty inmates 
from the Chicago Home for. Girls, 5042 
Indiana avenue, was prevented last 
night and two young women, former 
inmates, and John Mahon, 35 years 
old, 1527 East 54th street, the engi- 
neer, who planned the delivery, were 
arrested by the Wabash avenue police. 

Miss Fay Fatic, 21 years old, 6410 
Parnell avenue, and’ Miss Helen Pas- 
chan, 22 years old; 4830 South Shields 
avenue, were released from the home 
three months ago, but prior to their 
release arranged for the escape of 
more than fifty young women. 

They approached Mahon and he 
agreed to allow them to pass trough 
the engine room of the home into an 
alley, where several automobiles were 
to be waiting to take the young women 
away. 

Shortly after midnight Sergt. Michael 
Hurley and a score of policemen were 
waiting in the alley. Mahon opened 
the engine room door and one by one 
the young women passed through. The 
automobiles, however, failed to arrive 
and soon Miss Facic and her ¢com- 
panion appeared. The policemen. then 
took Mahon, the two young women, 
and the escaping inmates into custody.

“ Mickey ”’ Norris, business agent for 


sters’ union, stuck a revolver in his 

ocket yesterday and started out “to 
kill fourteen men.” Before he was 
captured he had shot three, two of 
whom: will probably die. Police be- 
lieve him to be insane. 

Heading the casualty list is Michac! 
Windle, a foreman for the White Pav- 
ing company. He was shot over the 
heart. He was taken to St. Anne’s 
hospital. Second was John Redding- 
ton, 6020 West Erie street, formerly 
connected with a teamsters’ union, but 
now a bartender. He was not seri- 
ously hurt. Third was Joseph Doyle, 
4340 Washington boulevard, vice ‘pres. 
ident and business agent of the Ice 
Wagon Drivers’ union. He was shot 
in the stomach and is in the Oak Park 
hospital in a serious condition. 


_ Starts in Saloon. 


It was about 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning that Norris walked. into the 
saloon of Edward Healy, 4459 West 
Madison street. 

“Seen Mickey Windle around?” he 
asked casually. 

“No, he hasn't been here,” answered 
Healy, and Norris walked out. 

Ten minutes later Windle and Red- 
dington came in. While they were 
drinking Norris appeared. Without a 
word he drew his revolver and fired 
three shots. The first struck Win- 
die, the second grazed Reddington's 
neck, the third went into the floor 
Norris turned around and walked out. 

Healy and Reddington rushed Win- 
dle to the hospital, then went to the

HELD: MURDER 
THREATS BARED 


Miss Normand to Be 
Questioned Anew. | 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 28.— The 
mystery of the murder of William 
Desmond Taylor is solved, if the story 


with the arrest here today of six drug 
peddlers is correct.” Detective Sergeant 
Herman Cline, assigned to the case, 
said tonight. 

When Sergt. Cline, head of the police 
homicide squad, made that statement, 
Mrs. Rupp, who told the police she 
had “kept house” for the men, had 
been subjected to a rigid questioning 
by two detectives of the district at- 
torney’s office. Her statements were 
taken down in shorthand in the pres- 
ence of officers, who said they would 
check up every detail. 

A short time before Taylor was slain, 
according to the police restatement of 
Mrs. Rupp’s story, two of the six men 
returned to her home and told her: . 

‘“‘He double crossed us; wouldn’t pay 
for the booze we brought him. We'll 


Director Was Not Named.

Then, she _ said, 
while she and the two men were at 
dinner, she suddenly cried out to one 
of them:

Rupp was 
quoted. “Then he said, ‘Good God! 

Don’t ever men- 
tion that again’ ” 

“I never did,” Mrs. Rupp was said 
to have continued, “but during ¢he 
next two weeks one man would fre- 
quently come running into the house 
and hide in his room. Once he said to 
me, ‘ The bulls are after me! Help me

Unset diamonds valued at approxi- 
mately $75,000 were stolen yesterday 
by four men who held up a broker’s 
office in a loop building, bound and 
gagged two men and a woman and 
eseaped apparently unseen save by 
their victims. 

The losers were Daniel D. Coudich, 
with offices. at 801 Mallers building, 
and who lives at 1150 East 58th street; 
and Edward Eisen, 1250 South Lawn- 
dale avenue, and who was a caller 
on Coudich, in whose offices the atf- 
fair occurred. The girl was Miss Sta- 
cia Virvicz, 1920 West Ohio street, 
stenographer for Coudich. 

Rented Office Month Ago. 

A month ago Coudich rented the 
office in the Mallers building. He has 
been in the diamond brukerage busi- 
nese here for several years but has 
transacted his affuirs from the Masonic 
Temple vaults in the past. 

At 3:30 o’clock a man walked into 
Coudich's office. 

“Do you Geal in diamonds—diamond 
merchandise?” he asked. 

“I didn’t like his luoks—I t8id him 
‘No,’” Coudich said afterward. - 

Just then three other men appeared. 
All three carried guns. Coudich threw 
up his hands with a startled exciama- 
tion. Miss Virvicz, in a rear rout, 
turned around to see a gun poinced 
at her. Both the employer and em- 
ployé were bound with ropes and 
gagged with handkerchiefs. The ban- 
ufts turned to inspect the open safe. 

Eisen Is eld Up. 

Just then Mr. Eisen entered the

They 
notified the police. 

Every office in the building was 
searched by Lieut, William Shoemaker 
and a squad of detectives.

Scorn for Statutes 
Inspires Move. 


Participation in a law enforcement 
conference to be held in Chicago within 
a few days has been requested by 
United States’ Attorney General 
Daugherty of all federal and state 
prosecuting and investigatorial offi- 
cials in Lilinois, according to dispatches 
received from Washington last night. 
The conference, it is said, will in- 
clude the two United States district 
attorneys in the state, prohibition, se- 
cret service, revenue and department 
of justice officials, Attorney General 
Brundage and state's attorneys of the 
various counties. 7 

According to Washington advices, 
the attorney general has been consid- 
ering the alarming increase in viola 
tions of federal laws since the inaugu- 
ration of prohibition. 

Fear of Law Gone. 

It'is pointed out that in former days 
the federal law was sacred even to 
many of the most daring of criminals. 
The swift and drastic punishment 
meted to viblators is credited with in- 
spiring this respect. 

As one noted crook phrased it not so 
many tmunths ago in the federal bufld- 
ing: “You can get away with the. 
state laws through their lax enforce- 
ment and the multiplicity of technical 


“Step right in,” invited the bandit! issues at the conifiiand-of every crim- 


inal attorney; but Uncle Sam—don't 
monkey with him or he'll get you if 
it takes ten years.” : 

Since the advent of prohibition. how- 
ever, it has been noticed that, viola- 
tions of federal statutes have in- 
creased. Many of these violations have 
been of the pronibition acts. Before 
prohibition a dealer in whisky didn’t 
always make much money; since pro- 
hibition every dealer has been getting 
rich. Pig 

A violation of the prohibition 
statutes in many cases results in a 
fine. Generally the fine, it is said, 
has been but a tithe of the profits 
-made py the dealer through the viola- 
tion. | 7 

Thus the. illicit whisky dealers. ha 
flaunted their apparent immunity from 
severe punishment in the face of the 
government, and respect for federal 
law enforcement. has suffered, it is 
pointed out. 

From violations of the prohibition 
laws, it was said, there is but a step 
to violations of other federal statutes. 
The alarming spread of mail robberies 
is pointed out; the recent spread of 
the drug traffic; an astonishing number 
of violations of the postal laws—all 
can be traced, it is averred, to this 
growing indifference to Uncie Sam's 
power. & 

It is this situation which, it is be- 
lieved, will be the chief topic of discus- 
sion at the conference. Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty is on record as support- 
ing a swift and sure return to the fed- 
erul procedure of old. It is understood 
he will broach at the conference some 
plan by: which the present apparent 
laxity in law enforcement may be over- 
come,

THE TREATIES IN THE 
SENATE. 


Before the Washington conference the condi- 
tions In the Pacific were dangerous and generally 
known to be so. Governments in Europe were ex- 
pecting war between the United States and Japan. 
It was expected within two years. The situation

Uninformed, irrational and foolishly confident: 
people could ignore the danger, but it had every 
intelligent lover of peace alarmed. War was im- 
pending, and for the United States a most foolish 
one, 

The agreements reached’in conference have 
entirely changed the situation. They have re- 
moved distrust and have done away with provoca- 
tive military preparations. They have provided 
that the nations which can keep the peace in the} 
Pacific shall do so and we do not believe that any 
one of the. fations signing that promissory note 
would dare to repudiate it. 

We have thought of the four-power treaty as 
being, in its principal effect, a notice to Japan by 
Great Britain and the United States that aggres- 
sion against far Pacific possessions of the United 
States would be opposed by Great Britain and 
‘also France. We ee: considerations and get 
benefits. 

American insular possessions were the ones in 
immediate danger. Japanese insular possessions 
were in no danger from the United States, and if 
we had not come to an understanding with Great 
Britain regarding naval construction the British- 
_dJapanése alliance would have been renewed. It 
would have been against the United States. 

For these reasons we have thought that it was 
better that during the life of the treaty its im- 
plication should be even more than its words. 
The nation gaining ‘from the understanding that 
an aggressor would be opposed by the signatory na- 
tions was the United States. 

American diplomacy«ehas produced treaty obli- 


gations which favor this country. The experience | 


has an element of newness and of the unexpected.

some senators say the documents must stand 
the severest scrutiny. They should, and we be- 
lieve they can. We believe their only object is 
to keep the United States out of war in the 
Pacific, where, without these understandings, it 
probably would have been in war within a few 
years. 

Some well informed people are convinced that if 
there had not been a deflection of purposes and 
plans our war was a certainty. Some Democratic 
senators who resented the Republican attitude to- 
wards the Wilson treaties will put their regard 
for the country's. security above their instinct 
to make a party fight in return on Harding’s 
treaties. 

If the senate blocked these treaties as it blocked 
the Wilson treaties the alternative would be very 
different. The ‘Wilson treaties endeavored to put 
the United States in a new mechanism of govern- 
ment with obligations which would carry it far 
into lands where it had no interests and where 
it could. do no good. This was a venture in per- 
fection Which had no indorsement in human ex- 
perience and no validity in human expectations. 

The alternative to not going in with the reserva- 
tions with which the Republicans once would 
have accepted the Wilson treaty was merely re-

bered by the terms of an unfair peace. 
United States could lose nothing by not accepting 
the covenant of the league and it might have 
Jost a great deal by accepting it 

Now the alternative of not accepting. the Pacific 
agreements would be to return to the condition 
which was so full of the danger of war. We a 
no idea that any such possibility as rejection need 
be considered and we do believe that an examing- 
tion of the agreements for interest and security 
of the United States will soon bring an adjust- 
ment of any differences between the administra- 
tion and the senate. 


NEW YORK RETURNS TO 
POPULAR GOVERNMENT. 


The New York assembly, by a vote of 131 'to 5, 
has seated August Claessens, Socialist, who was 
twice expelled from the lower house of the legis- 
lature in 1920. This is a simple act of justice, too 
long delayed but better late than never. 

It ig more than that. It is an admission of error 
- on the part of the New York legislators, and a re- 
turn to American principles of democratic govern- 
ment, which suffered a heavier blow through the 
original action of the legislature in unseating Claes- 
sens and four associates than has been struck 
through any Red organization or propaganda. 

The unseating of the Socialist members of the 
New. York legislature after they had been legally 
elected by their districts gave strength to the hands 
and hearis of proponents of revolution by force in 
this country such as they could have acquired in no 
other way. It tended to upset the whole theory 
of government by the people through the ballot 
box. 

Perhaps the assemblymen who were unseated 
were radical. Even so they represented their con- 
stituents, and had been sent to the legislature to 
express radical sentiments and theories. Such ex- 
pression, however mistaken, was free and open, 
and provided for in our system of gov ent. By 
denying it a voice the legislature took from the 
constituents of the representatives involved their

RECKLESS WASTE OF LIFE. 
(Philadelphia Bulletin.) 4 


Inflammable gas, used for the inflation of the huge | 


bag of the Roma, is chargeable with the principal 
horrors which attended the disaster to the United 
States army airship yesterday, with its loss of thirty- 
four lives. 

Accidents in aerial operations are to be regarded 
as inevitable. The initial causes of yesterday's catas- 
trophe might have been beyond all possible foresight 
and prevention. Put if the great ship had crashed 
to the earth without the sequence of flames there 
would have been a smaller loss of life and the extreme 
horror of the tragedy would have been avoided. 

If helium gas had been used there would have been 
no explosion and fire. The reason that helium gas 
was not used was that the United States government 
had not provided sufficient funds for its manufacture,

Happily we 
are less provincial than we once were, 
happily we have come to know how in- 
separable are our varied interests. No- 
body pretends any longer that ship- 
ping is a matter of concern only to 
the ports involved. Commerce on the 
seas is quite as vital to the great in- 
terior as it is to our coast territory, 
east, south, or west. Shipping is no 
more a sectional interest than is agri- 
culturé or manufacturing. No one of 
them can be prospered alone.

When the speed is thirteen knots or 
over, but less than fourteen, two 
tenths of a cent on each gross ton shall 
be added; for fourteen knots, three- 
tenths of a cent; for 15 knots, four- 
tenths of a cent; for sixteen knots, 
five-tenths; for seventeen knots, seven- 
tenths; for eighteen knots, nine-tenths; 
for nineteen knots, eleven-tenths; for 
twenty knots, thirteen-tenths shall be 
added to the basic rate. For twenty- 
three knots the maximum is reached at 
2.6 cents for each gross ton per 100 
miles traveled. 

“I will not attempt the details of 
requirements, or limitations, save to 
say that all vessels thus remunerated 
shall carry the United States mails, ex- 


whenever the owner of any vessel or

Triangular shaped bottles for peison, 
as a means of checking the increasing 
numbers of accidental deaths due to 

“getting hold of the wrong bottle,” 
is a suggestion of Coroner Peter M. 
Hoffman, made yesterday at the begin- 
ning of his campaign to restrict the 
indiscriminate selling of deadly pol- 
sons. 

“It would be practically impossible 
to secure legislation requiring a doc- 
tor’s prescription for the ordinary dis- 
infectants, which are deadly if taken 
internally,” the coroner declared. “ It 
would not be fair to the druggists and 
not a certain safeguard in any event. 

“During the last year there were 
sixty-six accidental deaths from poison- 
ing, compared to forty-one two years 
ago, and twenty-two of this year’s 
were by carbolic acid. Persons becom- 
ing ill during the night often maké 
mistakes in the bottle.
